2. The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel Claims 10 and 16. 

Claim 14. (Currently Amended) The multifunction printer of claim 13 wh e r ei n th e 
further comprising an optical character recognition function i s further configured to 
optically recognize at least one of: 

the text of th e at le ast on e pr i nt e d page from the ele ctron i c i mag e f ile scanned 
printed page as the first page description file; and 

an electronic identifier of the at le ast on e pr i nt e d pag e from th e ele ctron i c i mag e 
file -scanned printed page for use as a memory pointer that points to an external 
memory location and retrieving the first page description file from that external memory 
location; and 

an electronic identifier of the at le ast on e pr i nt e d pag e from th e ele ctron i c i mag e 
file -scanned printed page for use as a memory storage that stores the first page 
description file and retrieving the first page description file from that memory storage. 
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Claim 17 (Currently Amended) The multifunction printer of claim [[1611 13 
wh e r ei n th e further comprising an edit manager compr i s e s having : 

an edit rules library configured to support application of the electronic editing 
instructions of the edit symbol array and including at least one of a grammar function, a 
dictionary function, and a format function. 

Claim 25, line 7, "the multifunction printer at least one" should be -- the 
multifunction printer at least one -. 

ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3, 4, 6, 7, 9, 13-15, 17-19 and 25 are allowed. These claims will be 
renumbered as 1-12. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record do not teach or suggest the claim limitation of 

electronically and automatically modifying, via the multifunction printer and a computer 
in communication with and in cooperation with the multifunction printer, wherein 
modifying the first page description file comprises: retrieving at least one electronic edit 
instruction from a second edit symbol array stored in the computer and applying, at the 
computer, the at least one electronic edit instruction to the first page description file. 

The most relevant art of MacLean (US 7,1 31 ,061 ) teaches a method of editing a 
printed page by modifying the first page description file using the at least one electronic 
edit instruction corresponds to a handwritten edit symbol. However, MacLean does not 
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teach the applicant's claimed combination of electronically identifying and modifying the 
first page description file at the computer using the second edit symbol array stored in 
the computer.
